The purchaser lias 
seven days to remit the bal­ 
ance.

Garden Checklist
1. Brown spots in a lawn may indicate trouble from 

lawn moths. Consult your nurseryman for best 
control.

2. Chrysanthemums in bloom will give a quick shot of 
color to vacation-neglected gardens.

3. Water lawns deeply. You can check water penetra­ 
tion by tunning a probe into the lawn, checking to 
see how much of it comes up dry. Compact areas 
should be spiked to provide better penetration. Mow 
a little higher during hot weather.

4. Many bedding plants, including dwarf dahlias, pe­ 
tunias, zinnias, and others, arc available for late 
summer and fall color.

5. Feed and water fuchsia's frequently and keep fading 
blooms picked off to insure continued color.
